It is given out with considerable 
directness that the President insists on 
the adjournment of Congress before the 
date set for the Kepublican convention.

House which favors holding on until 
summer to secure the passage of the 
Nicaragua Canal bill and some other 
measures. The Pacific railroad lobby, 
however is opposed to this course', be- 
lieving'thnt the canal bill can be easily 
beaten in the short session next year.

I-lent. Bibbons 
Reports Result of 
His 


Expedition. 


Washington, B.C., May 7.—The navy 


department has made public a report 
from Lieut. J. H. Gibbons, attached to 
the Brooklyn, dated Cavite, March -t 
upon an expedition conducted by him 
in the south of Luzon in the latte'r part 
of February last, which resulted in the 
release of 522 prisoners, mostly Span- 
iards, who had been held by the Fili- 
pinos for many months. 


According to the report, Lieut. Gib- 


bons was placed in command of the 
United States transport Gen. Alava, 
with a detail of officers and men from 
the Brooklyn, on the 25th of February, 
and proceeded to the vicinity of San 
Narciso, Gulf of Ragay, at the south- 
ern extremity of Luzon, in search of 
these 
prisoners.

Guinayaban 


some of the prisoners who had es- 
caped came aboard, reporting that 36 
Spanish prisoners,'who were disabled, 
tad 
been left by the insurgents at 


that town, ami the remainder of the. 
prisoners, including some Americans, 
•were being carried to Pins. The Alava 
at once made for Piris, and landed a 
party of twenty marines under com- 
mand of Lieut. Brown, at the head of 
the bay. The insurgent guard fled and 
the prisoners 
were 
released and 


brought aboard the ship. 
There were 


among them ten .Americans, seventy- 
two Spanish officers, 6ne accompanied 
•or his wife, seventeen priests, twenty-
